IN JOINT CONVENTION. 
THE DEMOCRATIC CLOVEN FOOT.

Wasuineron, D. C., Feb. 12.—The contest of 
the majority in the House of Representatives 
against the decision of the Electoral Commis- 


sion in the case of Florida opened immediately | 


upon the Speaker calling that body to order at 
10 o'clock. ‘Whe Republican side was fuller than 
the Democratic, and the first move from the lat- 
ter smacked so strongly of delay that for a few 
moments it secmed as if, in spite of the general 
declaration of the Democrats last night that 
nothing like fillibustering would be resorted to 
to-day, a campaign of delay had actually begun. 
Field was on hand and very active, and 
the moment Mr. McCrary rose and of- 
fered to go on with the debate on 
the only question before the body, that of action 
on the report of the Commission, Mr. Clymer 
raised a point that no quorum was present, and 


others on the Democratic side demanded a call 


of the House.. Field ran over to the Republican 
side and assured them there was no purpose of 
delay, and suggested an agreement to wait till 
half after 10, and then begin the debate, on the 
ground that so many were absent. At the hour 
designated the reason for the waiting 
AT ONCB APPEARED. 
Proctor Knott was so far recognized a member 
again as to be put forward to submit the 
Field scheme of delay, which was a 
petition to submit the decision of 
the Commission to the Electoral Tribunal, with 
a request that it should proceed to take evi- 
dence in regard to the vote of Florida. The 
half-hour’s postponément had then for its pur- 
pose the gathering of the Democratie strength 
for a vote upon it. Mr. Hale at once made a 
point of ordcr against Knott’s proposition, that 
the law under which they were acting provided 
solely for a vote upon accepting the decision of 
the Commission or overruling it. Messrs. Banks

PROTESTING WITH A SMILE 
that was childlike and bland that there was no

THE UNEXPECTED SENSATION 


of theday was the speech of Carr, of Indiana, 
the successor of Speaker Kerr. Heretofore he 
has said little since his election. His seat is on 
the Republican side, well back, at the 
Speaker’s extreme left. He thus spoke across 
a part of the Republican side, and at the 
Democrats. The latter, as his first sentence 
fell on them, leaned forward in a sort of per- 
plexity as if they supposed tney had not heard 
him distinctly, but in a few moments there was 
no doubt anywhere on the floor or ſu the galle- 
ries as to the meaning of Mr. Carr. There has 
seldom been a scene of greater interest than 
followed, as the successive sentences of Carr’s 
speech rolled out upon his Democratic associ- 
ates. At first a few attempted to laugh, but 
the smiles soon flashed off from the Democratic 
side to play, till the end of his speech, over the 


faces of the Republicans. 
WALKER, OF VIRGINIA, 
attempted to break the force of Carr’s words, 


and protested that it would require more than 


one man to read the majority out of the party. 


Field's close was a failure. It was his second 
chance to make a speech in the greatest pres- 


ence of his life, but, as on the first occasion, 
when the Electoral bill passed, he disappointed 
both friends and opponents. His speech con- 
sisted of a wail that the Commission had not 
considered the Florida evidence collected with 
so much care; in other words, that his ocewpa- 
tion as a collector of needed evidence 
was gone. The last was a statement, not 
founded upon evidence before the House, that 
one of the Republican Electors was @ convicted 
felon. Mr. Field, however, forgot to do full 
justice by mentioning that the Elector whom 
he was deuoun ing was, after the conviction of 
which he spoke, run by the Democrats of 
Florida against a regular Republican candi- 
date, was elected as a Democrat, and served 
two terms as a Democratic State Senator. 
Coupted with his few remarks was a gross insult 
to the Commission, such as should debar him 
from being again recognized beforeit. It prob- 
ably would but for the substantial protection 
which prevents a member of Congress from be- 
ing questioned elsewhere for words spoken in 
debate. 

No attempt was made to cause delay on the 
two yeaand nay votes which followed at the 
close of the discussion.

MUST GO ON. 

The Speaker overruled the point of order by 
Mr. Hale, but sustained that made by Mr. Wil- 
son, holding that there was nothing in the 
Electoral Commission law that authorized the 
remapding of the question back to the Commis- 
sion, and also ruling that it was not competent 
for one House to refer a bill or any other mat- 
ter to an outside Commission. The substitute 
offered by Mr. Knott was therefore not in order. 

Mr. McCrary addressed the House in support 
of the report of the Commission. He held that 
the ruling of the Commission was abundantly 
supported by most cogent reasons, and 
that to have ruled otherwise would have 
been to assert jurisdiction to inquire into and 
overturn the action of all States in the appoint- 
ment of their Electors, and to institute proceed- 
ings in the nature of quo warranto to try the 
title of every one of the persons appointed as 
such. The bill of 1800, drafted, reported, and 
advocated by John Marshall, afterwards Chief 
Justice of the United States, embodied the 
views of that great constitutional lawyer upon 
this question. After providing for this grand 
Committee, it defined their jurisdiction in these 
words: And persons thus chosen shall form 
a joint committee, and shall have power to ex- 
amine igto all dispatches relative to the election 
of President and Vice-President of the United 
States, other than such as might relate to the 
number of votes by which the Electors 

MAY HAVE BEEN APPOINTED. 

If a judgment in aninferor court in Florida, 
rendered on the 27th of January, in an action 
of quo warranto, could annul the vote of that 
State cast on the 6th of December, it followed 
that similar judgments in any or all other 
States might be certified to by the President of 
the Senate, and must govern the count. He 
wauted to know if by an ex post facto judc- 
ment in one State one party should secure an 
advantage, why, by a similar movement in au- 
other State, a corresponding advantage might 
be sought for by another party, and claimed as 
the result of such a policy that, instead of 
counting the votes under the Constitution and 
law at the time prescribed, it would become 
necessary to count jodgments in quo warranto 
rendered in the various States, and enter into 
an inquiry as to the regularity and conclusive- 
ness of these judicial proceedings.

Make Use of It. 


Rich Men Can Make Themselves Happy by 
Making Others Happy. 


There were extra accommodations at McCormick 
Hall last evening for the audience which flocked 
together to hear Henry Ward Beecher in his lecture 
on The Ministry of Wealth.” But the 200 
raised seats on the platform, and as many more in 
other parts ef the house, were wholly inadequate 
to provide for the overplus, and as to the body of 
the hall itself, and the gallery, every seat was 

en and people were content to stand—or rather, 

professed to be. McCormick Hall has not been 
so u n filled for many a day, and the managers of 
the Star Lectare Course must have regretted more 
than once that they Ad not secured the Taber- 
nacle for the great Plymouth Pastor and popular 
lecturer. . 

Mr. Beécher came on to the platform e few min- 
utes after 8 o'clock. The people were still coming 
in and he waited a few moments to accommodate 
them, those who were already seated spending the 
time in taking a good, steady look at the lecturer. 

Mr. Carpenter, one of the proprietors of the 
Course, before introducing Mr. Beecher, announced 
that there would be still another lecture Saturday 
evening in the same hall, Mr. Beecher having con- 
cluded to lecture six times instead of five times thie 
week. fApplause.} He then introduced Mr. 
Beecher, following up the introduction with the 
announcement that the lecture would be upon 
‘* The Ministry of Wealth, —a lecture which Mr. 
Beecher had said combined all his best learning. 

Mr. Beecher, on coming forward, was received 
with burst after burst of applause. He said he 
should be sorry to think he was going to tell all he 
knew in one evening. He would not undertake 
that, but would give a plain talk on the practical 
subject of money-getting. What havoc there 
would be in the world if people paid no attention 
to such a practical subject! If the coming man 
was to be clothed in poverty, it would be well to 
follow in that path. But did not experience teach 
that the way of poverty was the way of the ani- 
mal, and that the way of manhood was the way of 
abundance? Amplitude of thought. moral dispo- 
sition, the power of beneficence, lay in the dis- 
closure of wealth anc in its right uses. Some men 
were kept with their noses continually to the grind- 
stone; their petition must always be: Give me 
bread to eat. [Laughter.] He had yet to see an 
instance of a nation rising to civilization through 
poverty. Itcouldmot bedone. Mr. Beecher was 
not disposed to think that Christ intended his 
sweeping declarations, adverse to wealth, to be 
left hanging on a few fragmentary sentences. His 
nds were more especially to the Jews, —a nation 
which regarded itself in the most favorable light, 
at atime when material prosperity with them 
meant almost everything. ey were heaping up 
for themselves earthly treasures, while they neg- 
lected spiritual things. Christ's words, Lay not 
up for yourselves treasures on earth,” came to 
them with special apprupriateness. It was thought 
then that the rich men could not enter heaven, — 
and indeed it did look doubtful. Bat. in the na- 
ture of things, 

MEN WERE OBLIGED TO LABOR 
for food and clothing, fog it wasa fact that except 
neer the Equator people must have clothing, and 
it was a fact that clothing was never so economical 
us it was in the Garden of Eden. [Langer]. 
Then came the necesrity of seeking sheiter; the 
necessity of providing separate apartments for 
men and animals, and then for the women and the 
men. Every such step in the development repre- 
sented some refinement in man's social, moral, 
esthetic nature. To the development of the mor- 
al nature it was necessary that man should have 
something of the combative nature. Manto deal 
with the hon must have something of the lion's na- 
ture. By and by, after ages of broils and fights, 
men began to turn their combativeness and de- 
structiveness upon the besom of nature. The 
men that make mischief in the com- 
munity were, the lezy men; the men 
that worked were usually the law-abiding 
and peaceable. All men were lazy by nature, and 
industry came by grace. [Laughter.] It was a 
great achievement when men learned to deny 
themselves, and not do what they wanted to. or do 
what taey didn't went to. It was a iow school. but 
uo lower than the scholars. Fundamental morality 
was made as much a maiter of ustural law as 
gravitation, as the law of light, of magnetiem, of 
fuids, or of solids. But some men were so lazy 
laughter], and an automatic pump had to be put 
into everybody. [Lauchter.}] Truth, honesty, and 
fidelity were the trinity of morality, on which 
charity, civitization, and religion itseif stood: 
Without which there could be no civilization nor 
religion. Men at first, in the early stages of devel- 
opment, worked singly. The next step was to 
work in groups, aud to do this they must 
trust each other to be honest, true, and faithful. 
And so, in spite of the critics, Me. Beecher de- 
ciared that men were by nature truthseeckers and 
truthspeakers—honest and faithful. Lying was 
not characteristic of everybody. It was a slip. 
Men were chased into a corner, and, to get ont, 
they made use of the lie. But there was a recog- 
‘nition that as common food, ordinary diet, truth 
was the best. [Laughter and applause.] Lying 
was saved up like medicine for special occasion:. 
|Langhter.| It was a slander to the race to say 
that everybody lied. Snag prea? Why, even on 
Wall street.they didn't lie all the time. [Laughter.] 
They told the truth oftener than they lied. Asa 
general truth, it was unsafe not to trust men. 
What would A. T. Stewart have been had men not 
trusted him? Bridges sometimes broke down, but 
yet it would be acknowledged that bridges were 
pretty good things. [Applause.] If there was 
anything in this world that was needed, it was 
that men should havea more profound sense of 
honor and truth-speaking. The general idea was 
thut it was the smart man that was to succeed. 
The old-fashioned virtues were giving way to new 
tricks. Any business not conddcted, however, 
with an eye to truth, would damn the profit, and 
damn the business, and damn the man. p- 
lause.] He would not disparage the sphere of 
he Church; but it was clear that tne heusehold 
and Church taught while it was in contact with the 
world, it was the outside life that did the training.

The Absence of a Very Material Witness 
Renders it Necessary. 


The Court Compliments the Defendants 
for Their Anxiety for Trial. 


Special Dispatch to The Tribume. 
Geneva, III., Feb. 12—The cases against 


Periolat and the indicted Commissioners came 
up this afternoon before Judge Cody. State’s- 

ttorney Mills and Gen. Stiles appeared in 
the interests of the people, while the notort 
ous Clem and his pals had quite a formidable 
army of lawyers present, including the Hon. 
Leonard Swett, the Hon. Sidney Smith, William 
O'Brien, Sherwin (of Geneva), Joslin, and Berry 
(of Elgin). None of the Commissioners were 
present, but there were many other familiar 
faces in the audience. 

As soon as the Court opened, State’s- Attorney 
Mills called up the first case, that against 
Periolat for obtaining money by false pre- 
tences. 

Gen. Stiles stated that his partner, Mr. Tul- 
ly, who was engaged by the Chicago Citizens’ 
Association, and took a prominent part in the 
pypsecution of the former proceedings in Cook 
County, was unable from sickness to attend. 
Mr. Mills, the new State’s Attorney, had very 
little knowledge of the facts or circumstances 
attending the other trial, and they felt com- 
pelled to ask for a postponement. Since they 
determined on that course, bowever, it had 
been discovered that one of their principal wit- 
nesses was out of the State and could not be 
procured at this term of the Court, and that 
— it necessary for them to apply for a con- 


uance. 

Mr. Mills read several affidavits in support of 
the motion. The first was that of M. F. Tuley, 
who affirmed that Charles M. Carpenter, a ma- 
terial and necessary witness, was absent from 
the State, and that it was unsafe to proceed to 
triai without bis evidence. The main points of 
Carpenter’s testimony also appeared jn the affi- 
davit.

He seems to 
hold the case in a nutshell. It is not safe to 
proceed without him. and it would hardly be 
just to the people to ask us to go onin his ab- 
sence, Ou these affidavits we submit the mo- 
tion. 

Mr. Swett asked if this motion was intended 
to apply in both cases. 

Mr. Mills said or hy duplicate affidavits to 
file in a similar motion in the case of conspiracy 
against Perjolat and the County Comm . 

It was agreed that both motions should be 
considered together, and defendant’s five law- 
yers obtained leave to retire a few moments for 
consultation. After an absence of thirty-five 
minutes tne law yert filed into court. 

FOR THE DEFENSE 

Mr. Smith said they had read over the indict- 
ments, and thought they were now entitled to 
a statement of the grounds on which the prose- 
cution relied to make out a case for a continu- 
ance. 

Mr. Mills did not consider any further state- 
ment necessary, and requested the other side to 
state their points in opposition to the motion. 

The Court understood the grounds ſor the 
continuance from the affidavits and the state- 
ment already. made. 

Mr. Smith (to State’s-Attorney Mills)}—Then 
you don’t propose to say anything. 

Mr. Mills—Not at present. 

Mr. Smith then argued against the continu- 
ance. There was no statement in any of the 
aflidayits as to where Carpenter resides or did 
reside before he left Chicago. There was sim- 
ply an inference that he lived somewhere in 
Chieago. Moreover, there was nothing from 
the late or present State’s Attorney to show 
that Carpenter was a materia] witness. 
Ap affidavit of Mr. Tuley was submitted, 
but that gentleman was not the prosecuting 
attorney, and anything from him ought to have 
no weight in this proceeding. It did not appear 
that anyone acting as public prosecutor had 
made the slightest attempt to find out whether 
Carpenter was at home or pot. 80 far as the 
conspiracy indictment was concerned, there was 
not a scintilla of fact stated in Mr. Tuley’s affi- 
. that even squinted toward proving the of- 

ense. 

Mr. O’Brien said there were six of the most re- 
spectable citizens of Chicago in court under in- 
dictments, who were anxious for a trial fn order 
that the cloud hang ng over their reputations 
should be removed. Nothing bad been ad- 
daced to show that Carpenter could ve any- 
thing materially, and it would be unfair to the 
defendants, who had the right of speedy trial, to 
continue the case.

Mr. Mills—Does your Honor desire to hear 
from our side? 

The Court—Yes; in regard to the residence 
of the witness. 

Mr. Mills—It appears in the affidavit that he 
is a resident of Cook County. 

Mr. Swett did not understand the affidavit in 
that way. 

Mr. Mills read that portion of the document 
which affirmed that Carpenter had temporarily 
closed his residence in Chicago.” He did not 
propose to argue the motion on mere technical 
grounds; the motion was an appeal to the dis- 
cretion of the Court.

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THE MURPHY ‘MURDER. 


The Coroner's Jury Begins Its Exami- 
nation of the Case. 


ss | Several Witnesses Testify as to the Sayings and 
Doings of the Homicide. 


An inquest was held yesterday aftergoon on the 
body of Thomas Murphy, who was shot by Theoph- 
fins Stevens at No. 710 Indiana avenue last Friday 
afternoon. (eroncr Dietzsch impaneled a jury 
near the place where the death was caused, and 
took them to St. Luke's Hospital, where they 
viewed the corpse. Thence they proceeded to the 
armory, where the testimony was heard. Follow- 
ing is the substance of the evidence adduced yes- 

terday: 


JOHN BURKE, 
of No. 704 Indiana avenue, an engineer by trade, 
said that he was in the saloon No. 710 Indiana 
avenue when the affray occurred; it was 4:40 p. 
m.; Stevens and an expresesman were playing 
cards; a horse and wagon stood in front of the 
saloon, and Thomas Murphy came along and got 
into the wagon, and the horse moved along: the 
proprietor of the house, Mr. LeBrun, went ont and 
stopped the horse, and backed him up; the ex- 
preseman and Stevens also went out; the party had 
some words outside, like as if they were arguing; 
Stevens was the first to come in the saloon again. 
and Murphy followed him to the door and said, 
Lou pulled a pop on me, didn’t you?” At the 
same time Murphy tried to get in, but LeBrun 
stood in the door and wouldn't let him. M 
then sud to Stevens, ** ou, I'd 
like to have you out here for about half 
an hour; — — you, I'd double you in two.” 
Stevens reulied, I could get away with you in 
about two minutes. Murphy kept on daring 
Stevens to come out, but the latter sald he didn't 
want to fight and didn’t go out., but he said to 
Murphy. Are you drunk? Murphy answered, 
No, I'm not;“ and Stevens said, Then keep 
still.“ I didn’t hear Murphy's reply. Stevens 
kept muttering and walking around and putting 
his hands in his pistol-pocaet. A moment after 
Stevens cocked hie revoiver; I heard him but 
didn't see him do it; then he shot; Murphy was 
just outside and Stevens just inside the door; saw 
him shoot only once; then Murphy said, ‘: You 
shot me, didn't you? Shoot again, you ——- —.” 
Then I ran ont the gol door, but 
just as 1 was going I heard 
tevens shoot a ek " sine The 
eta nee between the men was about four or five 
feet; Murphy did not at any time have hold of 
Stevens, — attack him that I saw. Murphy was 
not in the saloon at all during the twenty-five 
minutes i was there. The door was a double-door, 
anc one- -half was open. Both men had some 
r in. — Murphy the most. Murphy tried to get 
into the saloon and was hindered by LeBran, but 
not by Stevens. Atthetime of the shooting the 
express man was o Knew * for six 
years. 
THOMAS WILSON, 
of No. 710 Indiana avenue, a plamber by trade, 
was standing about fifty feet re the place when 
the affray pare pe in front of No. 7 Murphy 
came along by and said. Hello, boys!” He was a 
little intoxicated as he sed us. Next thing I 
heard waé that ke hallooed to us to come and have 
a ride; he was then getting into the wagon. Just 
as he starved away with the team Mr. Le run came 
out and grabbed the horse by the head and backed 
him ap to where he started from. Stevens and the 
expressman came out right after LeBrun, and 
Stevens had some words with Murphy, which I did 
not hear, and Murphy hit Stevens with the reins; 
the latter did not try to take hold of the horse. 
The reins hit Stevens around the neck; then Stev- 
ens made a motion as if to pull a pistol, but 
whether he did r one I don't know.

right down. The expressman took him to the hos- 
ital. I didn’t see any more of Stevens; I think 
“ went out the back door. The expressman had 
hold of the reins when Murphy let go. Mua — 
jumped down as if he intended to clinch, but 
were separated before any blow was strack. The 
only blow that was strack at all was with the reins. 
SAMUEL BERT

ALBERT LEBRUN, 
of No. 710 Indiana avenue, saloonkeeper, said 
that Stevens came into his house about 4 o'clock 
Friday afternoon with an ‘expressman; I knew 
them both; they made seven persons in the house; 
Stevens treated twice all around, and then after- 
ward treated four of the party twice more. Stevens 
proposed a game of. euchre to the expressman, and 
it was a¢cepted, and they began to play. Not long 
after, Thomas Murphy came along. | knew him; 
have known him three or four years; he came into 
my saloon occasionaliy. When he came along that 
„de climbed up into the wagon referred to and 
I saw him, and ran out;

LIVE LOBSTERS FOR ENGLAND. 
New York Herald. 

An experimental addition has just been made 
to the long list of American exports to England. 
The article is the American lobster, and the port 
from which the first shipment was made is Port- 
land, Me. For some years past the Portland 
packing-houses have shipped the canned lobster 
to England in ever-increasing quantities. The 
taste thus acquired has created a demand for 
the article in a fresher and more palatable state. 
To supply this demand, the Portland firm of 
Marston & Sons, extensive dealers in fish, have 
conceived the idea of sbipping live lobsters by 
means of the English steamers which ply be- 
tween Liverpool and that port. On Saturday 
last the Dominioa steamship Sardinian took out 
the first consignment of this novel merchandise. 
On her main deck was built a tank twenty feet 
long, eight feet 2 and three feet high, with 
a cover workin n hinges. Through this tank 
a stream of t water. pumped from the ocean 
by a donke — ows and supplied by six faucete, 
constantly flows. The present occupants of the 
tank are 700 live lobsters. The projectors of 
— enterprise are confident of its success, their

Grant as the President of the Senate so that 
he may become the acting-President of the 
United States during the vacancy created by 
the delay of the Electoral count in the House 
until the 4th of March. What possible 
reason the Democratic obstructionists can 
have for preferring President Gaar to 
President Hayzs is not easy to imagine, for 
nothing could be more certain than that the 
former would see to it that the element of 
bulldozing was thoroughly eliminated from 
the campaign preceding a special election. 
Neither is it probable that President Granr 
would be a party to the violation of the un- 
written law of invariable precedent that the 
President of the Senate shall be a member 
of that body, though the Constitution 
contains no specific provision to that 
effect. The Democratic sorehoeads have 
no such affection for President Granrt as all 
that amounts to, and if they had the latter 
would hardly like to be recognized as the 
chief agent for carrying out the policy of 
such an organization of disreputable mal- 
contents.

This gentleman’ ex- 
pressed the opinions of the average Demo- 
cratic office-seeker ; he found no fault with 
the Court for its decisions, but he placed 
the responsibility for ghe defeat of Inne 
upon those Democrats who had supported 
and voted for the Arbitration bill. These 
he denounced for having betrayed the Demo- 
cratic party—betrayed it corruptly or 
through ignorence. These persons he 
declared would be held strictly responsible 
by the betrayed Democracy, who, while 
they would regret the mistakes of the 
Commission, would have no respect or 
consideration for the faithless Democrats who 
had gone into this scheme to elect Harzs, 
when Titpen’s election was an ascertained 
fact only requiring formal action by the 
Democratic House.

In addition to these 
samples of Democratic human nature, there 
are numerous other choice expressions from 
less important members of the party that 
are more or less rampageous and discordant. 
Very nearly the whole disgruntled pack, in 
fact, is howling in unison, urging the Demo- 
cratic House to go back upon their agree- 
ment,—a practice not even in favor among 
thieves and gamblers. 

That the Democrats should writhe under 
these decisions is not to be wondered at. 
No matter how fairly the Commission might 
have been made up, no matter what hopes 
the general public may have had, that it 
should give general satisfaction is a manifest 
impossibility. The New York Tribune says 
very pertinently: ‘‘Such marks of dis- 
pleasure are not unpardonable; but the 
advocates of the Commission apparently sup- 
posed that it was to conquer human nature.” 
However much they may be displeased, they 
are bound, however, by every law of right 
and honor, to abide by the agreement they 
have made. : 

What has this Commission done that it 
should have raised these threats of suppress- 
ing it or refusing to abide by its decision? 
It has decided the three following proposi- 
tions: 

1. That Congress cannot go behind the final au- 
thoritative declaration of a State to inquire into 
the manner in which Electors were appointed. 

2. That Congress can take no notice of any pro- 


ceedings for invalidating such declaration after the 
Electors have discharged their duties and are 


Sunctus aficio. 


3. That there was no evidence that Mr. Hum- 
PHREY was a Federal officer at the time he was ap- 
pointed an Elector. 

Now, if it be partisan for three of the Su- 
preme Judges, following the language of the 
Constitution, to vote for these propositions 
because under their operation Hayes may be 
elected, was it any less partisan for the other 
two Judges to vote against them because it 
might elect TD? If it be partisan for 
Judge Bua to vote one way, is it any the 
less partisan for Judge Currrornp or Judge 
Fm to vote another way? And why is it 
that Judge Bran ey is singled out as the vic- 
tim of vulgar abuse by the Democracy? He 
had to decide, like all the other Judges, 
whether it was in the power of Congress to 
go behind the returns ef the State officials. 
He had to decide, in fact, whether Congress 
could go behind the literal language of the 
Constitution, which says explicitly: Each 
State shall appoint, in such manner as tle 
Legislature thereof may direct, a number of 
Electors equal to the whole number of Sen- 
ators and Representatives to which the State 
may be entitled in the Congress; but 
no Senator or Representative, or person 
holding an office of trust or profit under the 
United States, shall be appointed an Elect- 
or.” He had either to uphold the literal 
language of the Constitution and stand by 
the rights of the States, or decide the other 
way. There was no middle course. He 
could not decide both ways. When Judge 
BRaDLEY was appointed on the Commission, 
it was known as well as now what the test 
question would be as regards Florida and 
Louisiana, and that the whole matter-would 
turn upon the power of Congress to go be- 
hind the returns; and in standing by the

Who are the most likely to be right, or un- 
partisan,—the three Judges who voted in ac- 
cordance with the Constitution, or the two 
who went behind its lit provisions to 
assist in the counting in of Trupzn ? 

One thing is certain : whatever is finally 
agreed upon or decided, one side must be 
thrown out. When the Commission was 
selected, both parties took the chances with 
their eyes open, with the full knowledge 
that three States must be referred to them, 
and with the full knowledge of the test ques- 
tions that would come up with reference to 
those three States. The Democrats had as 
much to do with organizing the Commission 
and with the selection of Judge Brapuey asthe 
Republicans. It is, therefore, both disgraceful 
and dishonorable—it is as infamous as any- 
thing men can be guilty of—for the beaten 
side to abuse the tribunal which it has 
selected. It only shows the madness of party 
spirit among extreme politicians. The hope 
of the situation is that the people—the busi- 
ness, commercial, professional, and laboring 
elements of the community—will uphold the 
Commission and abide by its decision, what- 
ever it may be. The abuse comes from the 
office-grabbers, the betting gamblers, and 
the frenzied and hungry seekers after spoils 
and plunder; but they should remember 
that it is considered honorable even among 
thieves to stand by their agreements. 


UNIVERSAL SCHOOLING. 

The Chicago 7'imes renews in a feeble way 
its opposition to compulsory education, and 
resents the intimation that this opposition is 
based upon the desire to keep the people 
illiterate. Its notion is that, as the very 
existence of a newspaper like the Times de- 
pends updn the ability of people to read, the 
intimation is absurd. But it might truth- 
fully have added that the existence of a 
newspaper like the Times depends upon the 
ability to read merely, and that a more gen- 
eral diffusion of intelligence, which would 
be the result of universal schooling, would 
be vastly depressing to a newspaper like the 
Times. Wemay also add that, if compulsory 
education had prevailed when the Times 
men were learning English composition, they 
would have been taught that the standard of 
public intelligence demands a public treat- 
ment of certaih topics in a different style 
from that employed by the ruffian and black- 


The objection that is urged again is, that 
compulsory education will require a police 
surveillance and interference that will 
be distasteful, not only to those 
who refuse to send their children to 
school, but also to those who now do volun- 
tarily what the law would then require them 
to do. There is an effort to create the im- 
pression that the enforcement of such a law 
will require a constant visitation of police at 
every house where there is a child of school 
age. This is at once untrue and ridiculous. 
Even now a school-census is taken every 
year, and the iaw for compulsory attendance 
would merely require a general registry by 
districts of all the children of the age at 
which school-attendance should be required, 
Those in actual attendance at public schools 
would need no further attention; those in 
actual attendance at private schools would 
have certificates to that effect; and only 
those in attendance at neither would be sub- 
jected to aay annoyance. It would be the 
duty of the School-Inspectors to look after 
the latter. If the number is small, as the 
Times professes to believe, then it would 
require but little surveillance and but little 
compulsion to enforce the law. In London, 
where the number of children attending 
schools has been doubled within the seven 
years the law for compulsory education has 
been in force, the practice is to visit the 
parents whose children are kept away from 
school, and ascertain the reason they are 
not sent. If the child is sick, or if it has 
not proper clothing, or if there is any other 
reasonable excuse for keeping it at home, an 
effort is made to remove the cause for non- 
attendance, and then attendance is exacted. 
In cases of resistance without excuse, the 
parents are fined, but generally the fine is 
suspended to await compliance with the law 
within a reasonable time. If the resistance 
is pertinaciously continued, then the fine is 
doubled and exacted, and imprisonment for 
the offense comes last of all. The result of 
only seven years’ application of this law has 
been to increase the attendance at the public 
schools from something like 150,000 children 
to over 300,000 children, and now a case of 
stubborn resistance is rarely encountered. In 
Germany, we believe the law requires the 
authorities to take the children to the 
school, and provides punishment for the par- 
ents who resist thissummary procedure ; but 
the acquiescence is now so universal in Ger- 
many that a gentleman who has lived in Ber- 
lin nearly twenty years in an official capacity 
says he has never heard of a case where the 
authorities were obliged to resort to the law 
to compel attendance. The apprehension of 
palice visitation, consequently, is but a flim- 
sy pretext for an opposition that has no 
merits. . 

It is likewise a mere quibble to say that, 
as the public High Schools are free like the 
common schools, the natural right of a child 
extends to the High-School education, and 
that parents and guardians onght, by the 
same token, tobe compelled to send their 
children to the High Schools. It is scarcely 
worth while to give such quibbling serious 
consideration. No scheme of compulsory 
education has ever gone beyond an elemen- 
tary instruction, without which the child 
grown to manhood is not above the level of 
the brute, and none has ever inflicted a 
hardship upon the parent at all com- 
parable to that inflicted upon the 
child who is not permitted to go to school at 
all. Tue school age is usually fixed be- 
tween 7 and 14 years, the number of days of 
actnal attendance limited to one hundred in 
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There is one phase of this matter which 
the Times shrewdly ignores altogether. If 
the State is justified in levying universal tax- 
ation for the support of free schools, which 
falls upon childless persons as well as those 
who have children, is it not equally justified 
in compelling parents to send their children 
toschools? The universal taxation for school 
purposes can only be based upon the theory 
r tacilities are necessary 


equally necessary for the welfare of the State 
that all children should receive instruction.

That was a solemn and awful moment yes- 
terday about 2:30 o'clock, when Illinois 
was reached in the call of the States. A 
deep and absorbing melancholy settled down 
like a great, black cloud upon the Repub- 
lican side of the Joint Convention; the 
smiles of the Democrats on the other side 
was all that illuminated the darkened atmos- 
phere; the people in the galleries hung over 
the railings at imminent peril of their 
lives; the voice of the tellers was hushed

Pirtspune, Pa., feb. 12.—Green retired to 
bed Sunday night about 10 o’clock, and the 
Deputics who watched in his cell report that he 
slept quietly. At 7 o’clock he arose and dressed 
inthe clothes provided by Sheriff Fife. His 
spiritual advisers arrived about 8 o'clock, and 
religious exercises were indulged in for some 
time, and the sacrament administered. While 
these services were going on, his wife arrived 
and was admitted to the cell of the doomed 
man. This meeting was very affecting, but 
short. After embracing her affectionately, 
Green gave her his testament and a small 
psalm-book, and bade her meet him in heaven. 
At a quarter to 12 ‘the Sheriff arrived 
and informed Green that his time had come. 
Quietly the condemned man rose and prepared 
for the fatal scene. His arms were pinioned, 
and, preceded by Sheriff Fife and followed by 
his spiritual advisers and the Deputy Sheriffs, 
the melancholy procession took its way to the 
scaffold, where it arrived at six minutes of 12. 
Without any apparent trepidation, Green as- 
cended the fatal machine and stood upon the 
drop with the noose swinging above him. Prayer 
was made by the Rev. Dermitt. Upon its 
conclusion, Green stepped forward and ad- 
dressed a few words to those present, thanking 
the officers for their many kindnesses and 
bidding all good-by and to meet him in 
Heaven. Sheriff Fife now adjusted the noose, 
and Deputy_Vearson pulled the white cap over 
the face of the condemned man, bidding him 
gooc-by. All slowly deseended the scaifold- 
steps. Pausing a second at the bottom, the 
Sheriff turned around, and, with a quick move- 
ment of his foot, touched the fatal t er. The 
drop fell, and just six minute s after 12, Green 
swung into eternity. Death came rapidly. At 
first, a slight twitching of the lower limbs was 
seen, and then all was still. The attending phy- 
sician states that no pulse at all was felt after 
nine minutes from the time the drop fell. 
After banging twenty-three minutes the body 
was taken down, in a coflin,, and 
taken to the jail office, where it was delivered 
to Mr. Spencer, to whom Green had willed it.

SCARLET FE 1 


Meeting of the Society of Physicians and 
Surgeons. 

The Society of Physiclaus and Surgeons held its 
regular meeting at the Grand Pacific last evening. 
The attendance was meagre, and in the absence of 
the Chairman, Dr. Bevan was called to preside. 

Dr. R. N. Piper and Dr. M. O. Jones were elect- 
ed members of the Society. after which some rou- 
tine business was transacted. 

Dr. Ransom Dexter read a paper on Pathology 
and Treatment of Scarlet Feser, of some length 
and interest. Scarlatina, he said, was a febrile 
disease, the product of a specific poison which was 
engendered in the blood by contagious particles 
propagated by a similar disease in another person. 
The Doctor then described the symptoms and vari- 
ous stages of the disease, and said that by the re- 
trocessicn of the poison from the skin it accumnlat- 
ed in the blood to such an extent as to sometimes 
overpower the circulation and produce death. If 
not fully climinated from the blood more remote 
pathological processes ensued. After quoting from 
medical writers, the paper continued to classify 
poisons, in a general way, into the narcotics, the 
acro-narcotics, the acrid, irritating, and es- 
charotics, and the septic or putrescents, and 
to explain their action on the 
system, and how they were or could be eliminated. 

he scarlet-fever ison was most prone to a 
cutaneous elimination. The glands of the skin 
and the sudoriparous glands benesth it were ex- 
cessively wrought upon by the specific tendency of 
the disease, so that their vessels and duty became 

to such an extent as to impede their func- 
action. ‘he kidneys did more than any 
to extrude the mvader, which was a 
violent irritant. and, these failing, the mucous 
membranes participated inthe struggle for vital 
existence. The poison being contagious, he said, 
it was absurd to expect to check its progress, neu- 
tralize ite virulence, or antidote it by incompatibles 
or catalytics. The recourse was to treat the dis- 
} ease upon’ the most accurate therapeutical prin- 
ciples, onan acquaintarce with the physio- 
logical fanctions of the organs involved. Treat- 
ment consisted essentially in promoting elimination 
through the natural emunctories, in preventing de- 
structive results to the organs and tissues involved 
m ioflammation, and in 5 — the system 
during the continuance of the malady. To favor 
elimination by the most judicious influences over 
the climinating organs was an important factor in 
the trealment of scariatina. This could be ac- 
complished by dilating the blood with copious 
draughts of water containing mucilage; by ren- 
dering the blood and urine alkaline; and by ad- 
ministering mild hydragogue cathertics in laxative 
doses. Opiates, acids, and mercuriais should not 
be used. Opiates acted as astringents to glandular 
action; acids were stiniulating and irritating to the 
glands; and mercurials impoverished the blood, 
ete. Ile had treated the disease on the principles 
laid down very sucteesfully, and considered them 
the only rational and correct views that could be 
taken of the pathology and treatment of the 


malady. 

Dr. Paoli did not agree with the views of Dr. 
Dexter. There was no such thing as a sure prevent- 
ive of scariatina. He had no faith in Hahne- 
manns prophylactica, blue glass, or belladonna, 
but believed the more sensible safeguards were fresh 
air, good diet, and frequent baths. There was no 
infalliole remedy for the malady, nor could there 
be. for no two cases were alike in their 
and symptoms. Calomel, he thought, 
cases could be used to advantage. 

Dre. K. W. Sawyer and Bevan spoke of several 
eases they had met and treated with varying suc- 
cess, but made no reference to the paper which 


had n read. 

Dr. Dexter replied to the remarks of Dr. Paoli in 
substantiation of his position. He contended in 
brief that the disease coula only be successfully 
treated by the elimination of the poison, ond that 
elimination could only be produced as he had be- 
fore indicated.

Chicago and Milwaukee have 
averaged nearly equal quantities during the last 
twenty years, and as we have the figures of Chicago 
more readily at our command we will compare its 
record. And here we will go back only five years. 
The receipts at Chicago for the first seven months 
of 1872 were 2,320,869 bu, and for the first four 
months of that year 604,731 bu. We have received 
during the past six weeks of wheat alone 559,516 
bu, and if we add to this the flour received in ex- 
cess 159. 206 bris, equalin wheat to 796,030 bu 
(and which we regard as necessary for 
a proper comparison) we have 1, 385. 
546 bu, or more than twice the 
amount already that we had during the first four 
months of that year. As this will leave us but 
974, 323 bu to receive between now and Aug. 1. or 
say about 50 per cent, less than the average May 
receipts of the past ten years, is there any reason- 
able probability that the statement of the longs 
referred is apt to be even approximately correct? 
As the receipts from the crops of 1856, 1858, 1859, 
1862, 1864, 1865, and 1866 were all smaller than 
those of 1871, we cannot accredit such longs as 
being entitled to even respectable guessing. In 
fact, one of the above-noticed years the receipts 
for the entire crop was only 5,117,765 bu, or less 
than one-half of what we have already received on 
the crop of 1876, and the price then averaged less 
than $1.00 per bu. 

In our letter abont a fortnight ago some of our 
friends found fault with us in that we did® not 
review more particniarly the short crop of 1871 in 
cam parison with the present short crop of the North- 
weet. This we will now continue. Then Kansas, 
Nebraska, Western Missouri, and Southern lowa bad 
such deficiency that agents were engaged during 
the entire winter of 1871-2 and the following 
spring in buying wheatin Northern Iowa and Min- 
nesota, and shipping to their mills for local use. 
Then to our personal kkowledge wheat sold as high 
in interior Northern lowa for shipment to Law- 
rence and Topeka, Kan., mille, as it sold in Chi- 
cago atthe same time. Then, too, sample lots 
sold in Chicago at $1. 37% in Janaary for shipment 
to Western milis and to certain interior Iowa 
»0ints for seed, while regular No. 2 averaged but 

1. 24% forthe month. Notwithstanding these facta, 
and the further facte that we then had 2, 000. 000 
bu less wheat here in store than we now have, and 
that Liverpool was then a shilling per cental 
higher, with flour 4% per bri higherthan now, 
prices broke here to $1.17% im March, and thia, 
too, on receipts that averaged but little more than 
2,090 daily for the month. Now the Southwest 
referred to has a surplus, and instead of importing 
are exporting. 

That year California wae also a failure and had 
for expo;t only 2,000,000 centale against an esti- 
mate of 22. 000, 000 centals for this year. That 
year the crop in the United Kingdom was likewise 
deficient, as will be seen from the following: Ace- 
cording to the Chamber of Agricullure/ouraal, 
**43 per cent of the retarns for wheat report an 
average crop, 54 per cent under average, and only 3 
per cent over an average.“ Inthe same report we 
Also notice this item: ‘* Potatoes are much diseas- 
ed and get worse daily; the stench at and after 
sunset is very obnoxious.” France, too, was a 
failure that year, as may be seen from the corre- 
spondence of the Mark Lane Express, under date 
of Aug. 5: ‘*It appears that it was not enough 
with all the disagers which have befallen France 
within the last year, and whica have deprived the 
public Bay - of at least ten mililiards, 
(£400, „000 sterling) it still wanted an 
insufficient, not to say bad, crop 
to aggravate the misfortunes to which we have to 
submit. It is difficult, in fact. to deceive ourselves 
now; in 2 2 as we enter upon the harvest 
we find the wheat crop will neither be abundant 
nor of good quality, Nor was the wheat crop of 
Eastern Europe satisfactory that year, as may be 
seen by this publishedin the New York Produce 
Exchange Weekly, dated Sept. 1, 171: The ac- 
counts of the disappointment as to the yield of the 
wheat crop in South Russia ere confirmed. The 
wheat crop of Hungary it is believed will not be an 
average, either in quantity or quality." These 
facts lead us to believe that the estimates of radical 
dull operators of the nnusual wants of Great Brit- 
ain aud unprecedented shortage in America, are 
vastly overdrawn, and that there may be some point 
to this saying made a few days sine on Change by 
one who did much some years ago in controlling 
the wheat trade ofthe Northwest: Gentlemen, 
[think it is too high. I once owned all the wheat 
there was in Chicago and Milwaukee, and, as it 
was demonstrated to me that Europe would want 
all our wheat at fall prices, I bought what there 
was in New York, and after I owned it all they 
stopped eating. The sequel to this deal is well 
known. As new sources of supply have arisen 
since then to the benefit of the United Kingdom, 
and seeing we now have a large surplus, the con- 
sumptive world may ‘‘ pause”’—perhaps stop 
eating —until we may want to sell, as is usual 
when a new crop begins to grow, the more particu- 
lar y #0 as they must be well aware of the fact that 
about 500. 000 bn of ut No. 2 that sold at Sale 
last fall on account of ite condition is still in our 
warehouses and subject to delivery on regular con- 
tracts. 2 

PROVISIONS.

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CROOKED WHISKY. 
FRED WBIGLE HELD IN $5,000 BAIL. 

The preliminary examination of Frederick 
Weigle, the vinegar manufacturer, tharged with 
illicit distillation and conspiring to defraud the 
Government of the tax, was held yesterday after- 
noon in United States Commissioner Hoyne's 
Court. Assistant District-Attorney Boal appeared 
for the Government, and Mr. Foles for the pris- 


oner. 
The first witness was Maurice Jennings, of Elgin. 
‘He said he had seen Weigle two or three times at 
his office; knew Henry M. Allen for about twelve 
‘years; was running a steam engine for Mr. Allen 
at No. 605 Cafroll avenue to operate a furniture 
manufactory; there were some spirits distilled on 
the premises in December last; he could not tell 
the quantity produced, but thought about three or 
four barrels; a 8 was dug out under the 
first floor for the purpose. ubs were used, 
and connections were made with them from the en- 
gine. He was therea little less than three months 
—from October last. Saw Weigle there once, after 
the spirits were produced. The spirits were taken 
away in the forenoon; they were taken at two dif- 
ferent times. Did not know whether he would 
know et pred Wale bk took them 7 1 or not. 
Thought eigle’s name was on wagon. 
Kn was examined. lie knew Henry 
M. Allen and Frederick Weigle. Knew of the pro- 
duction of distilled spirits at tne former's place on 
Carroll avenue.

He had seen spirits made in Weigle's 
vinegar factory on North LaSalle street. Defend- 
ant tried the experiment of distilling spirits from 
malt or stale beer. The stil) was inthe upper story 
of the building. Four or five gallons were 
made, but the experiment was not a success. 
He visited the place for the pu e of 
making a profit out of it, and did the work. The 
beer cost $1.50 a barrel, and they got about 75 
cents’ worth of spirits out of it. o steam was 
used; the beer was set on the fre, —on a common 
cook-stove. 

Henry M. Allen was called. He lives at 67 Car- 
roll avenue, aud is the person referred to by the 
other witnesses. From 500 to 1,000 Hons of 
spirits, in all, were produced during September 
and October. The liquor was disposed of by 
taking it to Mr. Weigle's place. An account of the 
business was produced and shown to the witness, 
who stated that it was written by Mr. Weigle. The 
tiems put donn as eider meant whisky, for 
he knew that no such thing as cider was 
made in his place. The spirits were furnished to 
Weigle at 80 cents per gallon. Witness and Wei- 

eand Ireland made the arrangement last June to 

till the spirits, and they went toa Mr. Brad- 
shaw to have the tubs made. Weigle furnished the 
money for everything. Ireland pped out, and 
Mr. rndt came in, and they made a new arrange- 
ment to provide additional apparatus. He did not 
know where Turdnt was at present, and had not 
seen him since the Sth of January. Witness went 
to Weigle to see him about getting him out of the 
difficulty, and he told him be had spent 3 
in getting Turndt off, and he could not do anything 
for him. He knew of Weigle’s vinegar factory, 
and the distillation uf spirits therein. e had seen 
the «mall still there, in the upper story, and aleo 
a large one.

Allen, 
Ireland, Meihlan, and Jennings to give their own 
recognizances in $500 each, to insure their appear- 
ance when wanted.

BEECIIER, 
AND HOW THE REPORTERS SLAUGHTERED HIM. 

The newspaper men who were detailed to report 
Mr. Beecher's Sunday morning sermon had a spe- 
ciallyhard task to perform. The tables at which 
they were seated were placed at a distance from 
and on the side of the speaker, so that it was al- 
most impossible to avoid losing words and even 
sentences as he turned his face and voice 
from them. Any person who critically read 
the reports which appeared in the Mon- 
day morning papers must have been astonished 
by the diecrepancies, and the occasional extraordi- 
nary mistakes. Some of the latter are too good to 
be lost. Some are instances of mishearing, others 
of misreading notes, and others of utter ignorance 
of the Scriptures. 

For instance, Mr. Dercher said, speaking of 
lukewarmness, that the angel said to the Church 
of Laodicea, Because thou art lukewarm I will 
vomit thee out of my month.” This was trans- 
formed in one morning paper into I will banish 
thee out of my house. In another place Mr. 
Beecher spoke of the revivals which sprung up 
during his youth. He is made to say, ‘‘I remem- 
ber when the Bible sprang up in my boyhood,”’ 
which either materiaily reduces the date of that 
venerable aocument or carries Mr. Beecher's age 

back to the patriarchal era. He also said no man had 

learned — until he pumped for it. This was 
metamorphosed by one paper into no man has 

earned humility who hasa pump of it, and b 
another into no man is a man of humility who is 
not pum for it. One paper makes Mr. Beecher 
eay: ‘* There are undiscovered currents within 
man’s nature, and when the kingdom is really 
bruught into communication with that element men 
are recreated and are asa bubble that has simply 
given its full.“ What he did say was, There are 
currents that never felt the keel of worldly interests 
floating upon them, and when the kingdom is 
really developed in a man, compared with that 
new and inward experience, all created things are 
as a bubble, That is simply giving its value. 

Mr. Beecher said that the people in a great many 
fine churches were little, niggardly, mean gnats 
flying around. One paper turned them into lit- 
tle, mean, niggardly, nasty things. In another 
place Mr. Beecher is made to say: ie ore bar- 
gain-makers, money-getters, who control the wood 
and leather of the world who dig the fields; 
man’s commerce controls the seas, men rule 
with a rod of iron, wear crowns, and govern 
men in their physical nature. What he did say 
was: They are bargsin-makers, they are mon- 
ey-makers, they are workers in stone, wood, and 
leather; they develop the field, they dig the mine, 
they build up commerce, they contro] the sea, they 
rule with a rod of iron, they wear crowns, they 
wear sceptres, they are controllers of men in their 
physical relations. Again, Mr. Beecher is made 
to say: It don't require men with 

Iden candlesticks, but men with candles. 
Je gad: A candle don't require a oe candle- 
stick. If itis a good candle it will give ligh:,”’ 
And again: 1 am the vay I am the road alon 
which oxen pass, because I lie down for beasts anc 
men to walk on me, that when risen I may lift 
men up. He said: I am the way. I am the 
road along which ozen's feet and wicked men's 
feet are tramping, tramping, tramping. I

OBITUARY. 

ELMER TYLER, ONE OF THE OLD SETTLERS. 
Another of the old settlers has passed away to 
his eternal home. On Sunday morning Mr. Elmer 
Tyler died at his residence, No. 4 Woodland Park, 
after an illness of about three months. Forty years 
ago, almost to a day, Mr. Tyler. who was then 23 
years of age, came to this city from Buffalo. Soon 
after his arrival he started a small tailor shop in a 
little frame shanty on Lake street. With the growth 
of the then embryo city his business flourished; 
and in 1849, when the Northwestern fever broke 
out, he had achieved a moderate fortune. In the 
summer of that year he pulled up stakes 
and emigrated to St. Anthony, where 
he opened a large clothing and general 
merchandise establishment. In the spring of 1851 
he determined to go into the newspaper business, 
and came to C o to secure an outit for a coun- 
try office. Be 4 ienorant of the art preserva- 
tive, be persuaded Hi Woodbury, now a composi- 
tor in Tue Trievune office, to accompany him in 
the enterprise. At that time the Galena Road ex- 
tended as far west as Elgin, and was the only rail- 
road running into this city. The freighted the 
ress, type, and other material to Elgin, there 
loaded it on a wagon, and drove to Galena, where 
they embarked with the paraphernalia on the 
steamer ‘*‘ Nominee’ bound up the river for St. 
On May 31, 1851, appeared the first num-

He 
also invested largely in real estate around the 
Falis. Ten years later he disposed of his mercan- 
tiie and other interests and returned to Chicago, 
where he remained for several years, devoting his 
attention to the improvement of his real property. 
He then moved to Hilledaie, Mich., where he re- 
sided for about ten years. lle could not content 
himself to remain any longer from Chicago, where 
his presence was needed to stirerintend his real- 
estate affairs. One of his buildings, which at 
the time was a landmark, stood on the corner 
ok State and Washington streets. This property 
he sold to Potter Palmer, who tore down the 
building and erected the handsome Vermont 
marble structure which was leased to Field. 
Leiter & Co., and perished in the big fire. Mr. 
Tyler was a quiet, unostentatious gentleman of 
the old school, and was beloved by all with whom 
he came in contact, cither socially or in a business 
way. He leaves a wife and two children, a son 
and daughter, to mourn his loss. The funeral will 
take place from his late residence at 10:30 this

The Mayor 
said to a Tripune reporter after the talk that 
he found the members all in favor of passing 
a bili similar to one of those which had been pre- 
sented some few weeks ago, wita the cxception 
that all points 3 to the gepecal revenue 
law should be left out, as the Legislature contem- 
plated a revision of that general law, and all that 
was needed was a bill for back-tax collection. The 
revision of the general law would provide for the 
other points. One change contemplated in the 
general law was for the collection of the tax sev- 
eral months earlier in the year than at present. 
The Mayor thought that if that change were made 
the city could go through the years in future with- 
out having to borrow a cent before the taxes were 
collected.
